The peach tree is more readily produced than almost any fruit tree: but un- 
fortunately, the borer working at the root, late spring ‘frost. and occasionally an 
extremely cold winter, are formidable barriers to its cultivation, so that many 
have abandoned planting. Discouraging as these dificulties usualiv are there 
are remedies at hand.  . 

It is well known that trees on evtremely high land seldom fail to bear, and we 
would adviseall to plant only on their very. Aish-st land, the hiv how the beiter. This 
will often insure immunity trom frost. A simpie and effective remedy for the 
borer is to remove the earth from the base of the tree. and wrap, from the 
root upwards about one fovt, with thick strong paper and repiace the dirt at the 
root—thus preventing the miller from laying her eggs. A mound of earth a foot 
high drawn around the base of the tree in May, and spread out in November each 
year will answer the same purpose. 

Ifthe borer Has already entered the trees, 1t will be necessary to search out 
and destroy them with a knife before applying the above remedies. 

. This noble fruit is well worthy of a little care and attention, and no one 
owning high land should fail to plant soasto have a succession of delicious 


peaches from June till October.
